HOW TO OPERATE 


THE ICE CHEST 


(Special to The Sun) 


STATE HOUSB, Boston, July 26.— 


Suggestions 
to housewives on how 


they can operate their ice-chests in 
the most economical manner are con- 
tained ill a statement given out to- 
day by Thure Hanson, commissioner 
of weights and measures. 


In it he advises that care should 


be taken to plnce the more perish- 
able food, such as meats or milk, In 
parts of the refrigerator where the 
air Is coldest. 
Explaining bow this 


can be done,. thQ commissioner says: 


"In order to get the best results, 


the principles of operation of a re- 
frigerator 
'should ' be 
understood. 


These, in brief are as follows: 
A 


block of ice is placed in a compart- 
ment near the top of the refrigerator 
having one or more openings at top 
and bottom. 
The air next to the Ice 


becomes cool and sinks through the 
bott6rri~openlnss of the ice chamber 
into the food part of the refrigerator, 
while warmer air from the ,upper part 
of the refrigerator enters 'the top of 
the ice fchamber and is there cooled. 
Tints there is a continuous circula- 
tion of air past .the ice and through 
the food chamber. 
Anything which 


retards 
this 
circulation 
should 
be 


avoided. 


"It follows that the coldest spot 


in the chest will be that directly 
underneath the ice. Hero the. most 
perishable foodstuffs should be placed. 
In the ^case of meats it will be found 
also that the odor generated will be 
slight as the chilled air near the Ice 
loses some of its moisture, 
it has 


been found that in milk kept at 6C 
degrees 
the

HOW TO OPERATE 


THE ICE CHEST 


(Specfal to The Sun) 


STATE HOUSE, Boston, July 26.— 


Suggestions to housewives on how 
they can operate their ice-ch'csts in 
the most economical manner are con- 
tained in a statement given out to- 
day by Thure Hanson, commissioner 
of weights and measures. 


In (t he advises'that care should 


be taken to place the more perish- 
able food, such as meats or milk, in 
parts of the • refrigerator where the 
air is coldest. 
Explaining how Ihis 


can be done, the commissioner says: 


"In order- lo get the best resulls 


the principles of operation of a re- 
frigerator 
should 
he 
understood. 


These, in brief are as follows: 
A 


block of Ice Is placed In a compart- 
ment near the top of the refrigerator 
having one or more openings at top 
and bottom. . The air next to the ice 
becomes cool .and sinks through, the 
bottom openings of the Ice chamber 
into the food part of the refrigerator, 
while warmer air from the upper parl 
of the refrigerator enters the top of 
the Ice chamber and Is there cooled 
Thus there Is a continuous circula- 
tion of air past tho Ice and through 
the food chamber. 
Anything which 


retards 
this 
circulation should 
be 


avoided. 


"It follows, that the coldest spo 


In the chest will be that dlrectlj 
underneath the ice. Here the mos 
perishable foodstuffs should be placed 
In the case of meats it will be founc 
also that the odor generated will be 
slight as the chilled air near the ice 
loses some of its ' moisture. 
It ha 


been found 'that in milk kept .at 6! 
degrees 
the 
bacteria 
will develop 


fifteen times more quickly than when 
the fluid is kept at 50 degrees. Food 


not so greatly susceptible to heat 
an be placed in those portions of the 
efrigerator 
farthest 
removed from 


he Ice." 


"Slow molting of the ice does mot 


iccessarlly indicate a good refrlgera- 
or." concludes Mr. Hanson.
